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Di.^h’nch' Character.'^ of Teeth. — T)r. Mariuson Allen j)ro- 
po.secl to distingiiisli the biiecal from the ])alutal side of human 
upper molars \)v the presence of a sulcus upon the latter surfaces 
and its absence from the I’ormer. The bicns[>id teeth were found 
to present cia)wns having an anterior and posterior limiting ridge 
upon their grinding surfaces. These ridges are inconstant in the 
molars, notably u[)on the posterior edges of their crowns. Upon 
the anterior edges they, as a rule, are seen, and recall the pecn- 
liaritv of the similar teeth of C ijnocejihalu.'^ and Senu}opither(i.^. 
When a human molar exhibits the antero-i)alatal cusp united to 
the antero-bnccal cusp by a well-inonoiinced limiting ridge it was 
thought to be an instance of reversion of the human to the (piad- 
riimanous type.

Foliaceous i^epaU in Hepatica. — Mr. Martindale exhibited a 
specimen of Hepatica triloba which he had collected near the 
mouth of the Wissahickoii Creek, in April, l 8 TT,all the flower 
stalks of which had produced leaves in the [)lace of sepals similar 
in shai^e to those nsuall3' produced on the leaf stalks, but only 
about one-half their size ; and then spoke of the causes of this 
change of condition. He stated that investigators in the study 
of this branch of the vegetable kingdom had long since attributed 
any deviation from the iionnal character as due, not to a want of 
vitality, but to a su[)crabundancc of vitality, and claimed that 
this specimen was a fair illustration, and a confirmation of that 
theoiy, it being the largest s])ecimen he had ever seen. The great
